The advertisements show that the 
directors of the exhibition have neither 
over-looked nor under-estimated the part 
that entertainment features play in draw- 
ing people to a fair. The program of 
attractions is one which cannot fail to 
attract, as the events themselves promise 
to fulfil the expectations of the patron | 
that he will be given something for his 
money quite out of the ordinary. The | 
band of the Royal Air Force, the pageant, 
the six days’ racing schedule, the amateur 
bands’ contest, the fireworks displays, the | 
platform performances, the midway, make | 
up a list of widely-varied offerings, in 
which everyone is bound to find something 
particularly to his liking . For those who | 
are not personally interested in displays 
of products, or other essentials of the 
exhibition, the entertainment thus offered 
must be a strong inducement. It is a pro- 
gram which no one will want to miss. 


SAFETY FIRST 

Chief Davies evidently thinks that the | 
fire hazard is increased in Edmonton by | 
the smoker who insists on lighting up in 
public halls, and by the small boy who | 
celebrates the national holidays by an | 
indiscriminate and unregulated explosion | 
of fire-crackers. He proposes to the city 
council that smoking be forbidden in | 
dance halls and other buildings in which | 
people congregate, also around garages; | 
and that the sale of fire-crackers be dis- 
couraged by raising the fee for a vendor 
from two dollars to twenty-five. 

“Dad and his lad” will both sit up and 
take notice of these suggested infringe- | 
ihe upon their liberties. But neither of | 
them can well object. The files of a news- 
paper provide ample evidence that the | 
smoker does occasionally start a fire or a | 
panic in a crowded building, and that the 
fire-cracker is also the origin of quite a | 
number of conflagrations. Safety comes | 
before convenience and pleasure, and if 
the restrictions are imposed they will be | 
accepted by the public as concessions to 
security, by no means unreasonable in a 
city where most of the buildings are of | 
wood construction. 


THE P.GE. AND THE E.D. & BC. 

Premier Maclean of British Columbia | 
told an audience that, should his govern- 
ment be given a mandate to sell the P.G.E., 
he has strong hopes of being able to make 
a bargain for the taking over of that road 
by the Canadian National. The statement 
is much more explicit than those of the 
Premier on the same subject at the open- 
ing of the campaign. It comes pretty 
close to an undertaking that the sale will 
be made if the voters say that théy want 
it made. The inference is that the nego- 
tiations with Ottawa have made substan- 
tial progress, and that the prospect of a 
sale is taking definite shape. 

This will be interesting to Alberta 
people as throwing a side-light on the 
chances of a new offer being made for the | 
E.D. & B.C. If it is worth while to add 
the P.G.E. to the National system, at any 
price the Dominion could afford to pay 
and British Columbia to accept, it would 


be much more worth while for the 
National or the C.P.R.—or the two in 
conjunction—to secure control of the 
E.D. & B.C. The P.GE. taps no traffic- 
producing territory. The E.D. & B.C 
taps territory which already provides | 


traffic for three regular freight trains per 
week in mid-summer, and which is bound | 
to produce a steadily and rapidly growing 
volume of traffic as time passes. If the 
National can make use of the P.G.E., it is 
certainly practicable for one or other of | 
the transcontinentals to make use of the 
E.D. & BC. at a fair price. 
ROADS AND MONEY 

The unusual! rainfall has produced 
more than a prospect of good crops in the 
southern section of the province. A lively 
demand for permanent highways is an- 
other and equally notable development in 
the south country. Premier Brownlee | 
was interviewed at Calgary on Monday by 
a representative delegation, anxious to 
learn if something in the way of a com- 
prehensive highway-building program was 
possible in that section. The response of 
the Premier was hardly encouraging to 
such hopes. On the contrary, he called 
attention to some facts which are likely 
to be forgotten where the benefits of 
gravelled roads are made apparent by 
their absence when a wet season happens 
to coincide with the holding of a fair.
